Is it the end of the worid? 


Sizeable chunk of Earth’s 
population believes curtain 
closes in December, poll finds

Nearly 15 percent of people worldwide believe the world will 
end during their lifetime, and 10 percent think the Mayan cal- 
endar could signify that it will happen this year, according to 
a new poll. 

The end of the Mayan calendar— which spans about 
5,125 years — on Dec. 21 has sparked interpretations and sug- 
gestions that it marks the end of the world. 

“Whether they think it will come to an end through the 


hands of God or a natural disaster or a political event, what- 
ever the reason, i in 7 thinks the end of the world is coming,” 
said Keren Gottfried, research manager at Ipsos Public Af- 
fairs, which conducted the poll for Reuters. 

“Perhaps it is because of the media attention coming from 
one interpretation of the Mayan prophecy that states the 
world ‘ends’ in our calendar year 2012,” Gottfried said, adding 
that some Mayan scholars have disputed the interpretation. 

Responses to the international poll of 16,262 people in more 
than 20 countries varied widely, with only 6 percent of French 
residents believing in an impending Armageddon in their life- 
time, compared with 22 percent in Turkey and the U.S. and 
slightly less in South Africa and Argentina. 


But only 7 percent in Belgium and 8 percent in Great Brit- 
ain feared an end to the world during their lifetimes. 

About I in 10 people globally also said they were experienc- 
ing fear or anxiety about the impending end of the world in 
2012. The greatest numbers were in Russia and Poland, the 
fewest in Great Britain. 

Gottfried also said that people with lower education or 
household income levels, as well as those under 35 years old, 
were more likely to believe in an apocalypse during their life- 
time or in 2012, or have anxiety over the prospect. 

“Perhaps those who are older have lived long enough to not 
be as concerned with what happens to their future,” she ex- 
plained.

A LOVING IRIBUTE 


Friend honors tour bus 
accident victim with 
downtown memorial

After the accident on that May evening in 
downtown Chicago, a young woman came to 
the comer with flowers. In the fog of grief> she 
found comfort in this small gesture: llie laying 
of dogwood and hydrangea blooms at the busy 
corner where her friend had died. 

She arranged the flowers against the pole of 
a traffic signal. Then she wrapped some wire 
around until the flowers were secure. When 
she was done, she tied a small card, among the 
flowers, that was printed with the name of her 
friend, Justyna Palka, 

Palka was 26 years old and, on her left mid- 



dle finger, a silver ring 
shaped like a rose. She 
was on her way home 
from work as an art di- 
rector at an advertising 
firm a year ago lliurs- 
day when she crossed 
the intersection at Illi- 
nois Street and Colum- 
bus Drive and was struck and killed by a tour 
bus. 

Soon after the accident, Olivia Roszkowska, 


Jiistyria Palka 


31, began bringing the flowers. She had known 
Palka for two years and thought of her as a sister. 

"^I could not stand people passing by and not 
knowing what happened there,” Roszkowska 
said. ^'I just didn’t want this intersection to be so 
empty I didn’t want this intersection to be like 
nothing happened there.” 


Roszkowska soon took down the old blos- 
soms and replaced them with new ones. She 
used artificial flowers so they would stand up to 
the weather. I'hey would never wilt, she knew 
dliey would never die. 

Summer turned to fall, and fall turned to win- 
ter. But even as snow piled up on the sidewalks, 
the flowers bloomed on the street corner. Their 
bright silk petals stood out against the darkness 
of winter. 

In December, there were sprigs of pine and 
holly berries. In January an arrangement of white 
and pink orchids. In February red gladiolus. 

Other friends of Justjma’s came too. At 
Christmas, someone brought a Santa figurine. 
At Easter, there was a small cross. 

But mostly people brought flowers, because 
Palka had loved them. ^Tulips were one of Justy- 
na’s favorites,” Roszkowska said.

DNA

William Balfour's DNA was 
not on the murder weapon 
he is accused of using to kill 
three members of Jennifer 
Hudson's family, a forensic 
expert testified Wednesday 
in the eighth day of Balfour's 
trial. 

Pauline Gordon, an analyst 
for the Illinois State Police, 
told jurors she tested the 
.45-callber Sig Sauer pistol 
and found a "very low-level, 
very limited ' amount of DNA 
belonging to a male, but the 
sample excluded Balfour as 
the person who left the ge- 
netic material. She said the 
DNA could have been left by 
Hudson's brother, who owned 
the weapon, but the sample 
was too small to provide an 
exact match. 

Jurors listened intently as 
Gordon detailed her findings, 
some leaning forward and 
scribbling in notepads. She 
explained that DNA would 
not be present if the killer 
was wearing gloves or wiped 
down the weapoa She said 
DNA can degrade quickly If It 
is exposed to weather. 

Balfour. 30. is accused of 
bursting into the Hudson 
family home in Englewood 
on Oct. 24. 2008. and fatally 
shooting Hudson’s broth- 
er. Jason Hudson. 29. and 
mother. Darnell Donerson, 57. 
before kidnapping and killing 
her nephew, 7-year-old Julian 
King. He allegedly was angry 
over the breakup of his mar- 
riage to Hudson’s sister, Julia, 
his estranged wife, and jeal- 
ous she was seeing another 
man.

Chicagoan has designs 
on Beck’s beer labels

Chicagoans sipping a cold one on a rooftop 
bar this summer might unexpectedly find 
themselves staring at artwork by a local art- 
ist on their Beck’s beer bottle. 

Willy Chyr, 24, of Logan Square, was one 
of the six artists picked by Beck’s to design 
a label that “celebrated independent think- 
ing,” according to Chris Curtis, brand man- 
ager for Anheuser-Busch InBey which owns 
Beck’s. The beer brand has featured artwork 
on labels in the U.K., New Zealand and Ger- 
many before, Curtis said, but this will be a 
first for American consumers. 

“What we were really looking for is art 
that was crafted by people who are doing re- 
ally interesting and groundbreaking work” 
but might not be household names, Curtis 
said. “Willy is a perfect example of that.” 

Chyr, who said he moved to Chicago to 
attend the University of Chicago in 2005, 
designed a colorful label featuring one of his 
signature media— balloon sculptures. 

“I usually work with sculptures,” he said. 
“It’s a very different canvas for me to be 
working in {so} I wanted to sort of take ad- 
vantage of this medium.” 

Chyr’s inspiration for the piece, which he 
named ‘A. Glimpse of Something Ephemer- 
al,” was the microscopic photos you might 
see in “middle-school textbooks,” with a 
twist: 

“I wanted it to look like that at first,” he 
said. “But when you look closer, you say ‘Wait 
a minute. This is made out of balloons.’ ” 

Chyr’s no stranger to unusual pairings 
with art: He has a firm grounding in science, 
having earned both physics and econom- 


ics degrees, and does 3-D renderings using 
computer software. The Beck’s project, 
which had few restrictions (artists only had 
to adhere to the “independent thinking” in- 
spiration), thrilled Chyr by putting art into 
real life. 

“Having {a beer label] be this, sort of, path- 
way to art, I think it’s so much more exciting 


than people going to this opening in a white- 
cube gallery and there’s this statement about 
‘space and our relationship to that.’ It’s much 
more accessible,” he said. “I think that’s 
what’s really exciting.” 

Beck’s beer with the artwork labels wiU 
be on shelves from Monday to August.

STR K NG OUT? 


Uniquely Chicago 
sport of 16 -inch softball 
has lost some luster

FOR REDEYE 

A massive white sphere closer to the size of a 
cannonball than a baseball, the i6-inch soft- 
ball often elicits strange looks. 

“I went to college at Purdue, and of course, 
I brought my softball with me. People would 
see it and ask ‘What the hell is that thing?’ ” 
said Ted Kuhlmann, 33, of Lincoln Square. 
“Even though it’s only two hours away, people 
outside of Chicago have never seen one of 
these balls before.” 

Once a cultural export nearly as popu- 
lar as deep-dish pizza in the 1960s and ’70s, 
16 -inch softball has all but gone extinct outside 
of its native land of Cook County replaced by 


the now-standard 12-inch version of the game. 
But a small core of 16 -inch obsessives —mostly 
a mix of middle-aged stalwarts and young Chi- 
cago-area natives— revere and continue to play 
this old-school game of gloveless grabs, high- 
arching pitches, bloop singles and postgame 
trips to the local watering hole for an Old Style. 

Kuhlmann, a real estate broker who has 
been playing organized 16 -inch games for 
eight years, said his girlfriend barely sees him 
in the summer because he plays for several 
Chicago men’s league teams during the week 
and in all-day tournaments on the weekend. 

“She knows I’m passionate about it, but 
she definitely isn’t the biggest fan, so I have 
to make it up to her and take her to some nice 


places to make up for it,” Kuhlmann said. 

Andy DeTolve, 25, of Sauganash, is so dedi- 
cated to the game that he plays on 10 teams and 
has games almost every day during the summer. 

“There’s just not many better ways to spend 
the summer than being out there with your 
friends playing 16 -inch,” DeTolve said. “It’s 
about all I do.” 

But young Chicagoans playing 16 -inch soft- 
ball in 2012 seems to be the exception rather 
than the rule, said George Bliss, a member and 
spokesman for the Chicago 16 -Inch HaU of 
Fame, who noted the sport once was played by 
everyone from former Mayor Richard J. Daley 
to Bill Murray to the entire Bears team during 
practices. 


“Compared to the old days, it’s a shadow of 
its former self, and not many kids are playing 
it,” Bliss said. “It had about 3,000 teams in its 
heyday all the way from Indiana to South Da- 
kota. Now there’s about 200 teams total.” 

Longtime 16 -inch player Victoria Ofenioch, 
33, of Lincoln Square, said she thinks the game 
is dying out because of out-of-towners used to 
other forms of the game moving to Chicago. 

“It’s a different game and so if you’re not 
from here and didn’t grow up with it, you’re 
probably not going to end up playing it,” said 
Ofenioch, who also plays in 12-inch softball 
leagues. 

She also argued the game is less friendly to 
women, especially in coed games.

THE STARTING LINE 
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Game’s local roots 

Chicago is famous for its iconic pro- 
fessionai basebaii teams, but the 
Second City aiso is the birthpiace of 
another bat-and-baii sport piayed by 
more than 10 miiiion peopie in the 
U.S.-softbaii. 

Here’s a iook at some of the 
game’s rich history, which is ceiebrat- 
ing its 125th anniversary in Chicago 
this year. 

wSoftbaii was created on a whim by 
a bored group of Yaie and Harvard 
grads on Thanksgiving Day in 1887 
at the Farragut Boat Ciub in Chicago. 
The iads grew tired of waiting around 
for the ticker tape resuits of the annu- 
ai footbaii game between the schoois, 
so they wrapped up a boxing giove to 
craft a iarge makeshift baii and piayed 
basebaii with a broom. 

»The first 16-inch softbaiis, produced 
by Frederick DeBeer, were named 
“The Cincher’’ because the stitching 
was reversed to protect the cover of 
the baii from the gravei and rough 
surfaces of the schooiyards and 
parks where the game was piayed. 

»Softbaii’s first nationai champion- 
ship was piayed at the 1933 Worids 
Fair in Chicago thanks to the spon- 
sorship of infamous media baron 
Wiiiiam Randoiph Hearst. 

» in the goiden years of softbaii in the 
1930s and ’40s, the Windy City Softbaii 
League sometimes attracted more 
than 10,000 spectators and many 
times outdrew the Sox and Cubs.

“I feel like it’s more of a men’s game,” Ofen- 
loch said. “It’s hard for girls to hit a i6-inch 
ball over someone’s head to get it into the out- 
field, and it’s just not as much fun for them.” 

Sixteen-inch softball’s underdog status 
might be why some of its proponents treat it 
like the rec sports equivalent of indie rock, pas- 
sionately arguing that it is the purest form of 
softball on Earth. Kuhlmann said he wouldn’t 
be caught dead wearing a glove while playing, 
no matter how many times people suggest he 
switch over. 

“I have no desire to play and have no real 
interest in it,” said Kuhlmann, who added that 
he grew up watching his dad and family friends 
play i6-inch. “The 12-inch game is all about 
knocking the ball as far as you can and running 
as fast as you can. But [16 -inch] is more strat- 
egy— it’s a singles game of putting the ball in 
the gaps.” 

Adler said he also appreciates the fact the 
game rewards brains over brawn. 

“Tbu have interesting players, guys that 
are in their 40s and are super overweight and 
have beer bellies the size of Texas but can kick 


the butts of athletic college guys,” he said. 
“It’s pretty cool.” 

Beyond the on-the-field joys of playing the 
game, 16 -inch fanatics also brag about the 
closeness of the game’s community 

“Everyone knows each other,” DeTolve said. 
“I mean, it’s almost a little like Eacebook for 
me. It’s a social network where if you ever need 
something from someone, they’ll help you out, 
and there’s always something to do after the 
game.” 

There is some evidence new players are 
catching on to the sport and it could be in 
store for a small revival. 

Adler, a board member of the Slow Pitch 
Softball Association, helped bring 16 -inch 
softball back to Lincolnwood in 2003 for the 
first time since the 1970s. He said the league is 
up to about 20 teams and the sport is thriving 
in other Chicago suburbs as well. 

“It’s this Chicago sport, passed down gen- 
eration by generation, and it’s got this special 
camaraderie,” Adler said. “I think it’s on its 
way up again.”

Police Investigating 
ex-San Diego Charger’s 
gunshot death as suicide

NFL great Junior Seau was found dead of an 
apparent self-inflicted gunshot wound in his 
home in Oceanside, Calif, on Wednesday 
morning, according to multiple reports. 

Seau, 43, was among the best linebackers in 
NFL history Though few details were avail- 
able, police confirmed that no suicide note 
was left, no foul play was suspected and his 
girlfriend discovered his body in bed Wednes- 
day morning. 

A former USC star, Seau was selected fifth 
overall in the 1990 draft by San Diego. He 
played for the Chargers from 1990-2002, then 
spent three years with the Miami Dolphins 
before finishing his career with New England. 
He played for the Patriots from 2006-09. 

Seau made the Pro Bowl 12 times and was a 
10 -time All-Pro. 

“Everyone at the Chargers is in complete 
shock and disbelief right now We ask every- 
one to stop what the/re doing and send their 
prayers to Junior and his family,” the Chargers 
said in a statement.

cliff in Carlsbad in his Cadillac SUV and was 
found in the car on the beach.

Seau later said he was not trying to kill him- 
self but simply had dozed off at the wheel. 

On the surface, judging by initial reports, 
similarities can be drawn between the deaths 
of Seau and former Bears safety Dave Du- 
erson, who died of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound to the chest last year. In a suicide note, 
Duerson asked his family to donate his brain 
to the Boston University School of Medicine. 

Researchers from that school later deter- 
mined Duerson suffered from a neurodegen- 
erative disease linked to concussions, and that 
played a role in triggering his depression.

There’s been a string of perfect-storm holidays this year, 
including a Saturday New^ar’s Eve followed by a balmy 
Saturday St. Pat’s.

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Small Bar Fullerton set to 
become Beer Bistro North

Small Bar Fullerton will become The Beer 
Bistro North after owners of two of the cit/s 
better craft beer bars completed a sale Mon- 
day on the west Lincoln Park space. 

The Beer Bistro owner Bob McDermott 
said the former Small Bar Fullerton, at 1415 
W Fullerton Ave., will be closed for about two 
weeks while it gets a minor face lift. When it 
reopens about May 10, it will be “a neighbor- 
hood bar with a really good beer list,” focusing 
on Chicago-area craft beer. 

“Chicagoland is on fire for craft beer and 
we want to anchor that and help those brands 
grow, as well as our own brand,” said McDer- 
mott, who opened the original The Beer Bis- 
tro, 1061 W Madison Ave., in 2005. 

For now, he said, he will do “an awful lot of 
cosmetic work on it,” but would like to even- 
tually expand the second floor. He said he was 
interested in the property in part because of 
growth potential in the area just west of De- 
Paul University 

“I see adult nightlife coming back to the 


area,” McDermott said, noting high-profile 
nearby restaurants Sprout and Pizzeria da 
Nella Cucina Napoletana. “Not the college 
kids.” 

Meanwhile, Small Bar owner Phil McFar- 
land said he wanted to scale back operations 
to focus on the original Small Bar, 2049 W 
Division St., which he still owns. In addition 
to its reliably impressive beer selection. Small 
Bar has unveiled more ambitious food and 
cocktail menus during the past year that Mc- 
Farland said he wants to further. The result 
likely will be more rare beer at Small Bar Di- 
vision now that it doesn’t need to share with 
another location. 

“I’ve had this idea that it might make more 
sense to focus all the effort on one point,” Mc- 
Farland said. ‘All these things we were spread- 
ing across the two places would have more 
punch if we could shine them on one.” 

Terms of the sale were not released. The 
space sold Monday previously was St. Paul 
Billiards, where scenes for the 1986 movie 
“The Color of Money” were Aimed.

When it comes to beer styles, doppelbocks 
would seem to have just about everything go- 
ing against them. 

For those who enjoy easy-to-drink beers, 
like pale lagers or “sessionable” ales, doppel- 
bocks are dark and strong, with alcohol by 
volume percentages ranging as high as 13 per- 
cent. 

For those accustomed to big, pungent, 
hoppy ales, doppelbocks are sweet and malty 
lagers, with virtually no discernible hop pres- 
ence. 

And for brewers, who like beers that re- 
quire little time to ferment and condition, la- 
gering, or aging, doppelbocks are slow going, 
which means they’re costly to produce.

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Wainwright goes for pop’s 
mainstream with new aibum

After writing an opera, re-creating Judy Garland’s clas- 
sic Carnegie Hall show and performing one concert 
tour dressed, in his words, as a crazed feathered ghost, 
Rufus Wainwright is edging toward pop’s mainstream. 

The experimental singer-songwriter has teamed 
with popular British DJ and music producer Mark 
Ronson, who helped create Amy Winehouse’s “Back to 
Black,” for what is being touted as Wainwright’s most 
commercial album yet, POtit of the Game,” [ which 
dropped Tuesday 

Wainwright’s mix of styles has been applauded by 
many critics and earned him a Grammy nomination. 
Yet despite having fans worldwide and being labeled 
as one of his generation’s top songwriters, some of his 
albums haven’t sold very well. 

“I definitely have the intention of creating some- 
thing slightly more commercially viable,” Wainwright 
said. “I was pretty on the margins of what is usually 
accepted by the mainstream, and I felt, ‘Let’s try the 
mainstream. We tried this other stuff, so let’s try this.’ 

So far, his collaboration with Ronson has worked. 
“Out of the Game” debuted at No. 5 in Britain. 

But longtime fans of Wainwright, whose father 


is singer-songwriter Loudon 
Wainwright III and who grew 
up with his folk singer mother, 
Kate McGarrigle, in Montreal, 
need not despair that this new 
album will be unrecognizable, 
the singer said. 

“It does have that intention, 
but I don’t think I necessarily 
threw the baby out with the bath water, either. There is 
stiU a lot of old Rufus in there,” he said. “It is a journey 
into a more upbeat environment.” 

Well known for being candid early in his career 
about his gay life and about his former drug addiction, 
Wainwright’s new album reflects more recent events, 
including plans to marry German arts administrator 
Jorn Weisbrodt, the death of his mother and a baby 
girl he conceived with Leonard Cohen’s daughter, his 
friend Lorca Cohen. 

The album’s sound harks to the late 1970s recalling 
an Elton John or Fleetwood Mac, a time Wainwright 
fondly recalls as when “bands still played together in 
the studio at the same time.”

The Avengers’ puts 
the ‘some’ in awesome 


From my left shoul- 
der, a tiny, excited 
voice makes its case: 
“This movie’s great! 
There’s Robert 
Downeyjr. being

Then, from the other shoulder: “Yes, 
but did you notice all that downtime in the 
middle? When one conversation follows 
another conversation follows another 
conversation, in a 143 -minute movie that 
actually doesn’t have that much developing 
story? ‘Superhero all-star game’ sounds good 
on paper, but ...” 

Perhaps your willful affection and nagging 
sense of truth also will debate “The Aveng- 
ers,” the Marvel roster’s big-screen reunion 
opening at midnight Thursday that feels 
both massive and somehow underwhelming. 
Writer-director Joss Whedon (“Serenity”) of- 
fers more fun than the boring origin story of 
“Thor” and the disappointing “Iron Man 2,” 
but less than “Captain America” or the first 
“Iron Man.” 

When the ‘Avengers” action scenes dazzle, 
they’re like your first fireworks. A few jokes 
kill. And the stars, of course, make any cast 
outside of “Ocean’s Eleven” look like a bunch 
of amateurs. Yet it’s Tom Hiddleston, as

Thor’s evil brother Loki, who delivers the 
sole memorably juicy performance. Taking 
over for Edward Norton (who took over for 
Eric Bana), Ruffalo makes a sleepy Bruce 
Banner, balanced out by crucial badassness 
from Samuel L. Jackson in a beefier role as 
team leader Nick Fury 

As Iron Man (Downeyjr.), Thor (Chris 
Hemsworth), Captain America (Chris Evans), 
Black Widow (Johansson) and others battle 
Loki for a bright, blue energy cube called the 
Tesseract that could destroy a planet, “The 
Avengers” hovers without exploding. It’s a 
little funny and moderately cool. And weirdly 
forgettable. When the Marvel superheroes 
unite for some next-level crime stoppage, 
shouldn’t the gigantic finale be something 
fresher than yet another destructive fight in 
Manhattan? It’s a slow build to eye-popping 
dejavu. 

Comic book fans will drool. But for 
someone who enjoys these characters based 
on their movies’ execution, the accumulation 
of so many personalities and skills of varying 
sizzle— with all due respect, Hawkeye’s (Jer- 
emy Renner) command of a bow and arrow 
looks kinda puny next to Thor’s hammer 
and Hulk’s everything— suggests a popcorn 
movie dream team as often as it suggests a 
crowded party of folks vying to contribute in 
thinner roles. 

A balanced attack makes coaches happy 
but most fans would rather see a star-studded 
squad fill up a highlight reel than put up 
10 points each.

Thousands of locals and tourists gather on the 
tiny fishing island of Cheung Chau in China for 
the annual Cheung Chau Bun Festival and bun 
climbing race. The Bun Mountains are 60-foot- 
tall steel structures covered with steamed buns 
and bamboo scaffolding. Men climb the towers 
and grab as many buns as possible. For safety 
reasons, fake buns are now used to stop the 
possibility of climbers slipping. 


Tuna tossing 

The Tuna Tossing World Championship oc- 
curs annually at the Tunarama Festival in Port 
Lincoln, Australia. Men and women 16 years 
and older fight it out to toss their tuna the 
farthest, hoping to win a share of the roughly 
$3,100 in prize money. Contestants can toss the 
22-pound frozen tuna in any way they want, so 
twirl, throw, fling and chuck that tuna to victory. 



Cheese Rolling 

For this bone-crushing race, people run, stum- 
ble and slide down a steep hill to catch mas- 
sive rolls of cheese. The most famous event is 
Cooper’s Hill Cheese-Rolling and Wake, held 
in Gloucestershire, Britain, where competitors 
vie with 8-pound Double Gloucester cheese 
rounds. The first person to grab the cheese 
wins and gets to take it home.

When I was a kid, I 
watched the Disney 
“Treasure Island” ev-
